During  the  past  year  books  to  the  number  of  232  volumes  have 
Seen  purchased ;  39  volumes  have  been  given  by  private  parties  ; 
46  by  the  United  States,  making  a  net  gain  of  3 1 7  volumes,  and — 
including  120  volumes  held  in  trust  from  Joyce  post  of  the  G.  A. 
R., — a  total  of  2,098  volumes  in  the  library  at  this  date. 

The  number  of  patrons  up  to  date  has  been  1,026,  an  increase 
of  90  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  books  loaned  since  Feb, 
1,  1898,  is  10,369— an  average  loan  per  month  of  864. 

The  smallest  monthly  circulation  was  570  in  May;  the  largest 
was  1,204  m  March. 

Your  trustees  take  pleasure  in  being  able  to  make  a  favorable 
report  of  the  growth  and  usefulness  of  the  library. 

It  was  opened  June  1,  1895,  with  a  small,  but  well  selected 
number  of  books,  and  at  once  gave  promise  of  the  popularity 
which  it  was  destined  to  attain.  Steadily  it  has  grown  in  magni- 
tude until,  (as  will  be  seen  above),  it  now  numbers  2,098  volumes, 
selected  with  due  care  to  the  needs  of  our  people.  That  it  is 
appreciated  by  an  increasingly  large  number  of  readers  is  manifest 
from  the  report  of  statistics  given  above.  That  the  number  of 
loans  has  been  so  well  kept  up  is  due  to  the  habit  of  reading  good 
books,  even  though  the  exciting  literature  of  a  period  of  active 
war  was  constantly  tempting  most  people  to  itself.  The  cheap 
newspaper,  with  its  illustrations  to  catch  the  eye,  was  for  several 
months  during  the '  year,  a  strong  competitor  for  the  library's 
patrons.    It  was  so,  if  reported  correctly,  in  many  parts  of  the 
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country.  And  yet  our  people  may  regard  with  pardonable  pride 
the  fact  that,  in  spite  of  this  competition,  the  loans  from  the 
library  have  been  during  the  year  just  closed  10,369  ;  for  it  shows 
that  many  of  their  number  have  been  doing  a  very  creditable 
amount  of  good  reading,  and  are  thirsting  for  that  which  not  only 
amuses,  but  instructs,  elevates  and  refines.
